The Elba Water and Electric 
Board faced -some - unwelcome 


“news at their last monthly meet- 


ing. Elba Mayor James Grimes, 
who also serves as 
Superintendent of the utility, 
noted that the recently complet- 
ed annual audit recommended 
the board look at increasing util- 
ity rates. The cost of electricity 
alone . last year: “increased 
$100,000 over the previous 
year, and for about the same 
amount of electricity. Grimes 
noted that Elba has not had’ an 
electric rate increase since 1981. 

Grimes noted that. surround- 
ing utilities have “already 
increased rates above that 
presently being charged © by 
Elba. 

The recommended increase 
being considered by the board 
‘would see all classes of electric 
rates increase. Residential mini- 
mums would increase from 
$4.00 to $8.00 and the KWH 
charge would increase from 
065¢ to .068¢, bu® with an 
accompanying elimination of 
the fuel adjustment charge. 
unless there was a huge jump in

Several of these bills have been passed at local businesses in the past 
lew days. Pictured below are front views of each of the confiscated 
bills, On the old $10 bill there is a possibility other bills will bear 
the same serial number as the one pictured above, This may also be 
true on die $20. In examining the $10, when held up to the light, the 
front is very noticeably out of line with the back, The texture of the 
paper used on both bills is noticeably’ “slicker” than on the real 
thing. IL is easier to determine if the $20 is counterfeit because when 
it is held up to the light, the bar code is not present nor is the sil- 
houette of Andrew Jackson present in the lower rightshand side of 
the bill, The printing on béth bills will smear when dampened, 
Anyone coming into possession of the counterfeit bills should con- 
tact local law enforcement immediately, If possible, take note of the 
person passing the bill and/or the tag number of the vehicle he or she 


is driving.
